Two of our study protocols performed in the Frederick BSL-3 were vaccine trials for Venezuelan Equine 
Encehphalomyelitis (VEE) performed in guinea pigs. The studies tested the potency of novel VEE Vaccines as required 
for IND purposes. 36 Guinea pigs died from exposure to the virus before measures could be provided to ameliorate the 
progress of the disease. The virulent nature of the virus and the necessity to allow the disease to progress to an 
end-stage clinical situation for vaccine efficacy justified in the Animal Care and Use Protocols.

The design of the study was to determine the lethal dose of virus. While euthanasia was used when it was determined 
that the animals were moribund, the endpoint produced by a lethal dose of the virus was not easily discernible before 
sudden death occurred.
